Car and bedroom occupants 
survive horrific 3am smash 


Three men in a flying car that crashed 
through the wall of a couple’s first-floor 
bedroom on Sunday morning walked 
away with only minor injuries. 

The extraordinary incident, described 
by one of the occupants of the silver 
Lexus as being “like something out of a 
disaster movie” happened at 3am, on 
September 16, in Bridge Road, Epsom, 
after the driver missed his turning off 
Alexandra Road into Upper High Street. 

The car demolished a postbox, crashed 
through a fence, hit an Audi TT and then 
a Honda Jazz before going airborne and 
smashing a huge hole in the first floor of 
the house. 

It entered the bedroom and came to a 
halt next to a bed containing a couple 
who had been sleeping, before falling 
back vertically to the ground and ended 
leaning against the building. 

The couple who must have been 
stunned to find a car in the room were un¬ 
hurt. They were described by a neighbour 
who spoke to them later that day as sur¬ 
prising calm and are staying with nearby 
relatives along with their daughter. 

The driver and two passengers travel¬ 
ling in the Lexus were taken to Epsom 
Hospital for treatment for minor injuries. 

Philippe Sibelly, who lives opposite the 
house, spoke of his shock at being woken 
by a “big bang” and finding a car hanging 
from a hole in his neighbour’s bedroom. 

The 41-year-old said: “The most sur¬ 
prising thing is the distance between the 
wall and the road is about 40m - it’s very 
far. The postbox has been pulled out from 
the floor and that is solid iron. The cou¬ 
ple told me that part of the postbox ended 
up on the roof of the house. 

“I don’t know what speed the car must 
have been doing. It’s just incredible.”

Rob Garrett, of Alexandra Road, saw 
the crash site when he popped out for 
some milk in the morning, and said he 
spoke briefly to the driver and one of the 
passengers of the car - who “seemed 
shaken up”. 

He said: “It was unbelievable really. I 
was in shock as the car had travelled 
such a distance. The driver said he had 
just lost control and the passenger said to 
me that it looked like something out of a 
disaster movie. 

“I can’t imagine how fast he was going.” 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman said: “It 
is believed that the car came round a 
bend on the approach to the address, 
mounting the front of an Audi parked 
outside before colliding with the side of 
the house. 

“The cars have now all been recovered 
and a structural engineer was called to 
carry out an assessment of the property.” 

On Wednesday police said the driver 
was not under arrest and investigation 
was continuing.

Royals ‘humbled’ by Headley Court visit 


Prince Charles and Camilla, 
the Duchess of Cornwall, visit¬ 
ed the country’s leading reha¬ 
bilitation centre for injured 
servicemen to open a new 
£17m treatment and accommo¬ 
dation centre. 

Prince Charles said he felt 
“incredibly small and humble” 
to meet the patients at Headley 
Court in Epsom, and paid trib¬ 
ute to the dedication and ef¬ 
forts of the “extraordinary 
staff” on a visit to open the cen¬ 
tre’s new Jubilee Rehabilita¬ 
tion Complex yesterday. 

The Ministry of Defence- 
funded complex will provide 
accommodation for patients 
and a therapy building which 
will include a second prosthet¬ 
ics department. The latter will 
also have a radiology depart¬ 
ment for x-rays, ultrasound 
and bone density scans which 
are currently done at Epsom 
Hospital. 

The royal couple spent two- 
and-a-half hours talking to in¬ 
jured servicemen, including 
two Paralympians, staff and 
representatives of charities 
supporting Headley Court. 

They also watched patients 


doing rehabilitation exercises 
and undergoing therapy. 

Prince Charles said: “So 
often people don’t hear about 
the number of people who are 
wounded on a daily basis in 
Afghanistan. 

“It is only when you go to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham or come here that 
you realise how many are 
going through such horrific ex¬ 
periences. It is astonishing.” 

Benjamin Lee, of 33 Engi¬ 
neer, has been in Headley 
Court fo the past 10 months. 

He said afterwards: “I have 
never met the royals before 
and it was great to see we have 
the support of the whole fami¬ 
ly - especially since the 
princes themselves are in the 
forces.” 

Clare Walton, commanding 
officer at Headley Court, said 
the visit had been “fantastic”. 

She said: “It is a huge morale 
boost that the public cares and 
the royal family cares. 

“It is essential to the patients’ 
rehabilitation.”

Families call for hit-and-run 
cat killers to cut their speed

Two families traumatised by 
the hit-and-run killings of 
their cats are calling on drivers 
to stick to speed limits and stop 
if they hit a pet. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
contacted separately by 
Jacquilyn Clark, and Stephen 
Waite and Helen Greener, 
whose cats were mown down. 

Ms Clark, of Wimbourne 
Close, Epsom, was shocked 
when her 27-month-old kitten 
Minti, who was coming home 
from breakfast, was found 
dead in Church Road on the 
morning of August 1. 

She said: “If the driver had 
driven into my car instead of 
my cat I would have their 
details. 

“They took the most beauti¬ 
ful kitten the world has pro¬ 
duced from us. 

“She was funny, creative, lov¬ 
ing and gave me support. 

“I hope they made it to work 
in time that morning.” 

Mr Waite and Ms Greener 
were similarly upset when 
their cat Grade, eight, was 
killed by a van as she crossed 
Tadworth Street, in Tadworth, 
at 7pm on September 10. 


The couple said: “It would be 
easy to condemn the driver of 
the van who failed to stop de¬ 
spite leaving our cat strewn in 
the road. 

“But, Gracie deserves better 
than our anger directed at 


one individual. 

“A large number of drivers 
need to start paying attention 
to speed limits. 

“We have no evidence to sug¬ 
gest the driver concerned in 
our tragedy was exceeding 30. 


But if not, why not stop? 

“The death of an innocent 
creature, who we loved so 
much, can act as a reminder to 
drivers to please stick to speed 
limits, and if you hit an ani¬ 
mal, it is far braver to stop.” 

Dominic Sullivan, of national 
cat centre Cats Protection, said 
the drivers may have commit¬ 
ted offences under the Crimi¬ 
nal Damage Act and Animal 
Welfare Act. 

However, Mr Sullivan said: 
“Police would need to be able 
to identify the drivers and 
would need witness evidence 
of the driver's deliberate in¬ 
tent, recklessness or lack of 
due care and attention before 
they could prosecute. 

“Evidence can be difficult to 
obtain and anyone with infor¬ 
mation about these two inci¬ 
dents should call police. 

“Cat owners can also reduce 
the risk of road traffic acci¬ 
dents by keeping their cat in at 
night. 

“We know these incidents 
can be extremely traumatic. 

The owners of Mitzi and Gra¬ 
cie can call the Pet Bereave¬ 
ment Support Service on 0800 
096 6606 and many GPs and re¬ 
ligious ministers also offer pet 
bereavement counselling.”

Paedophile jailed for 
series of sex offences

A man who pleaded guilty to five 
sex offences against a teenage girl 
has been sentenced to 22 months in 
prison.

Mum spared jail for drunken child sex 


A mother-of-four who in¬ 
dulged in an alcohol-fuelled 
sex session with schoolboys 
has been spared jail and 
handed a community order. 

Kelly Baker, who pleaded 
guilty to a single count of sex¬ 
ual activity with a child, a 14- 
year-old boy, in August, was 
sentenced on September 13, 
at Guildford Crown Court. 

The 35-year-old, of Bidhans 
Crescent in Tadworth, was 
given the community order, 
with three years’ supervision. 

She has also been put on the 
sex offenders register and 


must seek counselling for sex 
offenders’ and alcohol issues, 
and complete 200 hours of un¬ 
paid work. 

Baker has also been banned 
from working with children 
or vulnerable adults. 

In August the court heard a 
group of 10 teenagers had 
been “hanging out” with 
Baker’s eldest daughter and 
had gone to her house at 
9.30pm, on April 22.

Tricks work magic on 
paralysed kid’s hands

Magic tricks have helped a school¬ 
boy to move his fingers for the first 
time in his life. 

Seven-year-old Tristan Landuyt 
from Worcester Park has hemiple¬ 
gia, a paralysis affecting the right 
side of his body. 

This means his hand and arm 
are weakened and he struggles 
with daily activities such as using 
a knife and fork. 

But during the summer holiday 
he attended the Breathe Magic 
Camp, led by Breathe Arts Health 
Research and funded by Guy’s and 
St Thomas’ Charity, and can now 
do things once thought impossible. 

At the camp, Magic Circle magi¬ 
cians work alongside clinicians to 
teach the children specially adapt¬ 
ed tricks to perform to their 
friends and families. The children 
also learn circus skills, costume 
design and theatre production, 
with all activities designed in a 
way to get them to use both hands. 

Tristan’s mum, Katharine 
Bryant, 46, a teaching assistant 
from Worcester Park, said: “It was 
a fantastic experience. 

“My son has not been able to use 
his right arm since he was born. 

“He can move his fingers for the 
first time in his life. 


“Even doing something like zip¬ 
ping up a jacket, you don’t realise 
how we take that second hand 
for granted. You don’t realise 
until you see my son cutting up his 
dinner.” 

The magic camp ended in a final 
show for family, friends and doc¬ 
tors on August 23. 

Miss Bryant said: “It was very 
emotional. 

“This was the first programme 
addressing the hand and the arm. 
The team were so enthusiastic - 
they think outside of the box and 
the magicians are so good. 


“This really fires the kids up and 
gives them self-esteem. It has been 
magic for us - it really has. 

“None of them had met any 
other hemiplegic children. They 
have formed some very firm 
friendships.” 

When Tristan went back to 
school, Malden Manor, he took his 
box of magic tricks in to show his 
class everything from disappear¬ 
ing pencils to rope tricks - but he 
has stayed true to the Magic Circle 
and has not given away any of his 
secrets, even to his little brother 
Josua, six.

Hospital units’ future 
brighter after merger 



All clear: Epsom’s A&E and maternity units should be safe

Accident and emergency (A&E) 
and maternity services should 
continue to be provided at Epsom 
Hospital after its merger with Ash¬ 
ford and St Peter’s, residents were 
told at a meeting last week. 

More than 100 people attended 
the gathering, at Epsom and Ewell 
town hall, on September 12, to be 
updated on plans of the merger of 
Epsom Hospital with Ashford and 
St Peter’s hospitals, the preferred 
partner for the hospital in Dorking 
Road, which is currently part of 
Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust. 

Andrew Liles, chief executive of 
Ashford and St Peter’s Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust, told visi¬ 
tors Epsom Hospital’s A&E and 
maternity services were safe as 
long as staffing levels could be met 
in the A&E department, and more 
mothers chose to have their babies 
there. 

Residents heard Ashford and St 
Peters’ vision for the future of 


Epsom Hospital also included 
plans for it to offer a surgical cen¬ 
tre for specialist and general oper¬ 
ations, and for it to revitalise its 
existing private healthcare service. 

The hospital would act as a hub 
for community and social care ser¬ 
vices, work in partnership with the 
Royal Marsden Hospital on cancer 
services and act as a base for acute 
mental health services in partner¬ 
ship with Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation Trust. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Liles said: “This was a good oppor¬ 
tunity for us to introduce our¬ 
selves, to describe in more detail 


our vision for Epsom Hospital and 
to hear directly from residents.” 

Jean Steer, chairwoman of the 
council’s social committee, said 
the council would do all it could to 
keep key services in Epsom. 

She said: “We heard a lot of posi¬ 
tive messages about the future of 
Epsom Hospital and I am sure our 
residents, many of whom attended 
this meeting, will be pleased to 
hear them after many years of 
concern and uncertainty. 

“The council will be doing all it 
can to support the new administra¬ 
tion to ensure key services remain 
within the borough.”

Experts predict more activity this autumn 


The property market is ex¬ 
pected to pick-up in the post- 
Olympic period now that 
buyers are no longer distract¬ 
ed by the amazing summer of 
sport. 

The Royal Institute of Char¬ 
tered Surveyors (RICS) says 
the exploits of gold medal¬ 
lists like Mo Farah and Jessi¬ 
ca Ennis proved a 
“distraction” for potential 
buyers with the number of 
inquiries and viewings drop¬ 
ping slightly over the month. 

However most RICS mem¬ 
bers surveyed for the August

“Looking ahead, chartered 
surveyors across the country 
predict transaction levels to 
pick up slightly as autumn 
approaches, with 12 per cent 
more respondents expecting 
sales to rise rather than fall 
over the coming three 
months,” said RICS 
spokesperson Ian Perry.

However a net balance of 19 
per cent more respondents 
reported price falls rather 
than rises, down from 23 per 
cent in July. The number of 
surveyors reporting a fall in 
demand rose by nine per cent 
in August, compared with a 
four per cent rise in July. 

London was the only part of 
the country to report a posi¬ 
tive reading for prices, while 
surveyors in Northern Ire¬ 
land, the West Midlands and 
Yorkshire and Humberside 
reported the weakest read¬ 
ings. 

“Understandably, the 
amount of people out looking 
at property fell away slightly, 
but generally speaking de¬ 
mand held up fairly well,” 
added Me Perry.

Over £55m spent on dodgy used cars 



Citizens Advice is warning 
consumers to be on the 
lookout for problem motors 
after dodgy used cars bought 
from independent dealers 
topped the list of the ten most 
complained about consumer 
issues between April and 
June of this year. 

There were more than 12,000 
complaints about second¬ 
hand cars bought from 
independent dealers - eight 
per cent of all cases the 
Citizens Advice consumer 
service dealt with and three 
times as many complaints as 
those made about used cars 
bought from private sellers 
and franchise dealerships. 

In total, the service says its 
callers spent a staggering 
£55million on used cars from 
independent dealers where 
the car or the assistance from 
the dealer was not up to 
scratch. 


Two thirds of the 
complaints about indepen¬ 
dent used car dealers were 
about the car being faulty and 
over one in 10 revolved 
around salespeople giving 
misleading information about 
the vehicle. 

Problems with second-hand 
cars bought from a franchise 
dealer was the tenth most 
complained about issue. 

It’s not just the Citizens 
Advice consumer service 
which has been helping 
people with their car troubles 
- during the same period, 
Citizens Advice Bureaux in 
England and Wales dealt with 
over 3,500 problems around 
second-hand cars including 
the car being unsafe or not 
working properly. 

Over two years ago the 
Office of Fair Trading gave 
traders guidance on selling 
used cars to help them 


comply with consumer 
protection law - yet many 
consumers are still falling 
victim to bad practice. 

Citizens Advice wants to see 
a robust approved code 
introduced for the second¬ 
hand car market which will 
help buyers filter the good 
dealers from the bad by 
identifying the sellers willing 
to go the extra mile to make 
sure their customers get a car 
that is in good working order 
and one they are happy with. 

Citizens Advice chief 
executive Gillian Guy said: 
“It’s time these dealers 
parked their sharp practices. 
People save for years to 
update their car or buy one 
for the first time. 

“If you’re not a motor head, 
stepping onto a used car 
dealer’s forecourt can feel 
like entering a lion’s den.” 

Citizens Advice has put 


together top tips for buying a 
used car to help consumers 
avoid a motoring minefield. 
They include: 


1. Know what you want. 

2. Get a feel for how much it 
should cost. 

3. Find a reliable dealer. 


4. Look over the car’s 
condition. 

5. Check the mileage. 

6. Investigate history of the 
car. 

7. Take it for a test drive. 

8. Be wary of specific 
buying terms. 

9. Make sure you fully 
understand the conditions of 
the sale. 

10. Use your consumer 
rights.
